The new* that a European I ms 
been noticed in Jnmaica wearing 
white as mourning for a relative 
lost in tho recent catastrophe re¬ 
calls the fact that that color was 
originally employed in many coun¬ 
tries to indicate’ reverence for the 
dead.

Light Prom Sugar. 

A phenomenon the cause of which 
has not yet been satisfactorily ex¬ 
plained was recently observed by a 
government scientist during the 
course of certain experiments. Disks 
of loaf sugar were mounted on a 
lathe and rapidly rotated while a 
hammer played lightly against 
them An almost continuous radia¬ 
tion of light was thus produced from 
the sugar. It was shown that the 
light did not arise from heating of 
the sugar, and it is believed to have 
been caused bv some change taking 
place in tho super crystals. The act 
of crystallization is known to be 
sometimes accompanied by flashes 
of light. The practical bearing of 
these experiments is on the question 
of the possibility of obtaining arti¬ 
ficial light by methods as yat un¬ 
tried.
